see her. Instead of going to the 
hospital he started with her across 
the plains for Traverse City. From 
there they went to Detro 
later_to Toledo, fforts d 
girt-proved futile and it~-wa 
years later that Heuple waa discover- 
ed near Traverse City, where he was
